It was se v era l h o u rs a fte r th e flre 
sta rte d 
b efo re th e flam es w ere ex-i 
tin guished and rescu ers w ere able to j 
e n te r th e ru in s to rem o v e th e dead. 
It was b itte rly cold and by th e tim e 
th e benum bed and ex h a u ste d firem en 
began th e ta sk of d ise n ta n g lin g th e 
m a ss of burn ed b eam s an d tw isted 
iron th e e n tire ruins w ere coated with 
ice and th e re w as d an g e r of th e walls 
falling.

C o ro n er S tra s s e r of R eading bad a 
»leiall of m en read y to tag th e bodies 
and keep a record of every co rp se re 
moved.

say that not half of th e v ictim s will 
ev e r be identified. 
T h e re w ere m any different sto rie s 
as to th e exac t cau se of th e panic and 
flre. and th e re w ere se v e ra l rum ors 
of a arre sts, but th e borough officials 
and Coroner Btrasser denied th a t any 
action whatever h ad been taken. 


The Rhoades Opera House. 


T h e R hoades O pera H o u se w as lo­ 
cated on t lie second floor of a three- 
sto ry hi irk building. 
T h e first floor 
was occupied by a n atio n al b an k and 
se v eral sto re s and th e th ird floor was 
used for lodge room s. 
T h e e n te r ta in ­ 
m ent hall was a h u g e room alioiii 50 
feet w ide and 75 feet long. 
It had no 
gallery. 
T h e r e was a sta irw a y at th e 
front of th e building and a n arro w exit 
in th e rea r of th e stage. 
F ire escap es 
w ere built on both hides and on th** 
front of th e building. 
So far as can be learned th e re w ere 
about V2T p erso n s packed in th e room, 
most of whom w ere adults.

T h e re w as absolutely no panic up 
to th is tim e and nothing would h ave 
hap p en ed if on e or m ore of th e p e r­ 
fo rm ers behind th e c u rta in had not 
b ee n curious «o learn w hat w as cau s­ 
ing th e noise.

F a th e rs and b ro th ers, frenzied by 
the* th ought th at loved ones w ere in 
th e fiery place, w ere com pelled to re ­ 
tre a t.

Dr. J K Evans, b u rg ess of M alvern, 
w ho supervise«! the rem oval of. th e 
bodies in behalf of th e coroner, said 
that th e re w ere nine fem ale victim s 
to one m ale.

be identified. 
In n ea rly every case 
th e upper port Ions of th e bo«lies w ere 
burn ed a wa y and in a great m a n y in­ 
sta n c e s The low er p a rts of th e body 
w e re not to u ch ed by th e flre.

on each side of the building, and doz­ 
ens made their exit by those avenues 
of escape and gave the alarm.

The cries of the strug­ 
gling people, many with their cloth­ 
ing already ablaze, and the moans of 
dying, were heart rending. 


Powerless to Aid Loved Ones. 
Fathers and brothers, frenzied by 
the thought that loved ones were in 
the fiery place, were compelled to re­ 
treat.

FEW WILL BE IDENTIFIED 


Corpses 
of 
the 
Victim s 
So 
Badly 


Charred That identification of Many ; 


of Them Is Impossible— Stories as 


to Cause of Panic Differ. 
i 
Boyortown, 
Pa., 
Jan. 
15.—When 
nightfall put a stop to the work of 
recovering the dead from the ruins of 
the Rhoades Opera House, where the 
holocaust occurred, the official roll of 
victim s numbered 167. 
It la the belief of those who had 
charge of the gruesome work that all 
of the dead have been removed and 
that the total list of victims will not 
go above 170. 
The Inhabitants of the little borough 
in the Berks county hills are steeped 
in 
grief. 
The calamity is terrible 
when it is realized that the population 
of the place is about 2,500. 
It is safe to say that everybody in 
the place either lost one or more rela­ 
tives or was intimately acquainted 
with (hose who died in the fire. 
It was several hours after the fire 
•tarted before the flames were ex­ 
tinguished and rescuers were able to 
enter the ruins to remove the dead. 
It was bitterly cold and by the time 
the benumbed and exhausted firemen 
began the task of disentangling the 
m ass of burned beams and twisted 
iron the entire ruins were coated with 
Ice and there was danger of the walls 
falling. 
The wrork went slowly at first. 
Coroner Strasser of Reading had a 
detail of men ready to tag the bodies 
and keep a record of every corpse re- 
mo vet). 
The bodies were so badly 
burned, however, that there was little 
to describe them by, and it is safe to 
say that not half of the victims will 
ever be identified. 
There were many different stories 
as to the exact cause of the panic and 
fire, and there w'ere several rumors 
of a arrests, but the borough officials 
and Coroner Strasser denied that any 
action whatever had been taken. 


The Rhoades Opera House. 
The Rhoades Opera House was lo­ 
cated on the second floor of a three- 
story brick building. 
The first floor 
was occupied by a national bank and 
several stores and the third floor was 
used for lodge rooms. 
The entertain­ 
ment hall was a large room about 50 
feet wide and 75 feet long. 
It had no 
gallery. 
There wras a stairway at the 
front of the building and a narrow exit 
in I he rear of the stage. 
Fire escapes 
were built en both sides and on the 
front of the building. 
So far as can be learned there were 
about 425 persons packed in the room, 
most of whom were adults. 
A num­ 
ber of children were present. 
There 
were about sixty-five persons, all lo­ 
cal talent, on the stage who were giv­ 
ing a performance of the Scottish 
Reformation. 
The entertainment was 
nearly over, the audience waiting for 
the curtain to go up on the last part 
when some*bing went wrong vvith the 
calcium 
'light 
apparatus 
that 
was 
perched on a small platform near the 
front entrance of the building and at 
the back of 
he audience. 
The light 
was in charge of H. W. Fisher of 
Carlisle, Pa., and he says a rubber 
lube slipped from one of the tanks. 
At any rate there was e loud, hissing 
sound, which caused many in the au­ 
dience to turn their heads in curiosity 
to see what it was. 
There was absolutely no panic up 
10 this time and nothing would have 
happened if one or more of the per­ 
formers behind the curtain had not 
been curious to learn wrhat was caus­ 
ing the noise. 
One of the performers 
raised the curtain from the floor. 
In 
front of the curtain and serving as 
footlights was a tin tank perhaps 
eight feet long, three inches wide and 
three inches high. 
It contained coal 
011 and ten lights. 
In raising the cur­ 
tain the performer accidentally turned 
this tank over and it fell to the floor 
within a few inches of those persons 
in the front row. 
The oil flowed out 
and caught fire. 
Then came the in­ 
evitable cry of “Fire” and what fol­ 
lowed has been impossible to accurate­ 
ly tell. 
Exit Became Jammed. 
Eye-witnesses say that the audience 
rose en masse and the one impulse 
w as to reach the front doors. 
One of 
the double doors had been bolted shut 
so as to better enable the ticket taker 
to take up the tickets. Not more than 
two persons could pass this door at 
one time and after the first half dozen 
through the narrow passage it be­ 
cam e 
clogged 
with the 
struggling 
m ass of humanity. Men, women, boys, 
girls and chairs were tangled lip in a 
solid mass.
